with 40,000 gallons of water, 
smashed throu gh girders, beams, 
and ceilings as thou gh they were 
made of matchwood. The occu ­ 
pants fled screaming to the fire 
escapes and stairways. The wa­ 
ter from the tank, spilling like 
a flood, added to the terror. 
What cau sed the tank to come 
loose from its moorings was a 
mystery. One report was that 
there had been an explosion on 
the seventh floor, where work­ 
men had been spraying lacqu er, 
and that this had weakened the 
tan k’s su pports. 
Another was 
that the tank had been shifted 
slightly by recent high winds, 
and that its legs had slipped off 


tu res to the minds of World War 
veterans who served 
overseas, 
according 
to 
Chez 
Marshall, 
Commander of Ru sh Post of the 
American Legion. The poppies

Pav ed highway s to day are mu ch safer fo r the 
mo to rin g p u b lic than were the ro ads o f a few 
y ears ago , du e to sev eral thin gs that hav e en ­ 
tered in to the b u ildin g o f ro ads an d au to mo b iles. 
To day the greatest dan ger ex istin g o n the 
ro ads lu rks fro m tho se who driv e in to a p av ed 
highway fro m the side ro ads, disregardin g the 
traffic that is sweep in g b y . Mo re acciden ts are 
cau sed to day fro m cro ss ro ad smashes than an y 
o ther so u rce. Mo to rists sho u ld alway s remem­ 
b er that the main trav eled highway has the 
right-o f-way , esp ecially if there is a sto p sign o n 
the side ro ad. 
A clo se seco n d to the cro ss ro ad acciden ts, are 
the acciden ts cau sed b y p arked v ehicles at n ight, 
esp ecially tru cks. Man y o f them p u ll to the side 
o f the ro ad b u t y et are well o n to the p av emen t 
an d leav e n o warn in g lights to in dicate their 
p resen ce. While it is u n lawfu l to p ark o n trav eled 
highway s in mo st sectio n s, tro u b le with mo to r o r 
tires o ften n ecessitates su ch p ro cedu re b u t ev ery 
p recau tio n sho u ld b e ex ercised to p ro tect traffic 
again st this hazard b y tho se in charge o f su ch 
v ehicles. Warn in g flares sho u ld b e well p laced so 
that there will b e n o mistake b y an y o n e as to the 
n atu re o f the o b stru ctio n . 
A few y ears ago fast driv in g was ex cep tio n ally 
dan gero u s o n all ro ads, b u t to day v ery few acci­ 
den ts hap p en o n go o d ro ads, du e to fast driv in g 
u n less it is p ro v en that it was at the same time, 
reckless driv in g. The mo to r cars are made to 
withstan d the high rate o f sp eed, while a few 
y ears ago mo to rists were p u shin g them b ey o n d 
their limits. Brakes hav e b een v astly imp ro v ed, 
to o , which is resp o n sib le fo r elimin atin g a m a­ 
jo rity o f acciden ts that wo u ld hav e o therwise 
hap p en ed.
